uality is a new point of view, a new habit of 
thought, a new exercise of the unused spiritual facul- 
ty. l once stood on the prow of an Atlantic steamer 
by the side of the lookout. When he saw a sail in 
the distance, he sounded a little whistle as a notifi- 
cation to the wheelsman. It was sometimes ten or 
fifteen minutes before | could see what he had seen. 
I needed, not a philosophy of vision, but a better 
pair of eyes. 

He who cannot see God lacks, not sound philos- 
ophy, but spiritual vision. We have lost our far- 
sightedness because our eyes have been fixed on the 
near-by things. Not unintelligently: the microscope, 
the telescope, the laboratory, have all been employed 
in honest investigation. Not fruitlessly: we need to 
know the world we live in, and we know it a great 
deal better than our fathers knew it. Not always 
selfishly: we have unselfishly sought to improve the 
conditions of our fellows. But too exclusively. And 
so we have developed one side of our nature at the 
expense of the other.

HE PRESENT AGE is called a skeptical age. In 


so far as it is skeptical the reason may be easily 
seen. We have allowed this spirit in us which im- 
mediately and directly perceives the invisible and 
eternal to be quenched. We have been for the last 
century looking, not at the things which are unseen 
and eternal, but at the things which are seen and 
temporal. We have focused our attention on the 
material world and dimmed our vision of the im- 
material and spiritual world.

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Putting Over the Story of Immortality

Suppose you heard immortality discussed, sung 
about or taught without shadow of doubt every day 
in the week? Suppose your faith in the subject had 
mounted to conviction and to knowledge? Suppose 
you were more interested in it than in any other sub- 
ject in the world? And suppose suddenly an op- 
portunity were literally thrust upon you to present 
your views before a group of all faiths and creeds? 
What do you think your reactions would be? Know- 
ing that at least some of your audience would be 
antagonistic, would you feel glad or shrinking, timid 
or daring? 

When the president of a certain woman's club 
wrote me, inquiring interestedly about the lecture, 
“The Friendly Hunch," I tried to divert her to "The 
Psychology of Laughter," which has proved very 
popular. But she would not be diverted, writing, 
“The subject of the hunch seems to have a certain 
appeal to all tastes. | asked myself, ‘Where is the 
woman who has not had a hunch, intuition or feel- 
ing—whatever one may call it?” The answer makes 
me feel that this subject ought to be my choice. And 
so we shall have “The Friendly Hunch.’ ” 


The first part of the talk gave me no concern. | 
knew it would prove interesting, for I had told those 
true stories of hunches to many hundreds of people. 
But since the explanation of hunches would involve 
a discussion of immortality, | found myself thinking: 


When can immortality be discussed frankly, the 
apathy on the subject dispersed, doubts overcome, 
indifference converted into enthusiasm? 


Such questions stir the hearts of Eloists imbued 
with the principles of immortality. For the true 
story of immortality is a marvelous one. 

Continuous life through eons of eternity. The joy 


of soul growth through endless cycles of progression. 
Glimpses while here of endless realms of splendor 
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and delight. Glimpses, too, of the suffering the 
earthbound undergo. The dead alive and still in- 
fluencing us here. The privilege, when we have 
finished here, of continuing to help humanity with 
Angelic Beings who have conquered selfishness and 
who work continuously for the good of all mankind. 


This is a part of the story as revealed in the prin- 
ciples of this Ministry. A glorious message! But 
people are slow to hear. Strange this, when all must 
pass into the invisible. Strange this, before almost 
overwhelming evidence of immortality. 


Thus | thought. And thus thinking I resolved to 
put at least some little part of the message across to 
a group as a whole unaccustomed to think in terms 
of immortality. 


The first part of the address was devoted to illus- 
trations of the hunch, to proving that it exists, that 
it is a very commonly known or experienced phe- 
nomenon, and that it is no respector of persons. 


1 gave them of my personal experiences, telling 
them of the time when | was given a definite date 
six months ahead and told that on that particular 
day something would happen which would change 
the whole career of my after life. And it came out 
even so. 


1 told them the story related to me by a business 
man of Boston. Back in the nineties, in obedience 
to a premonition, he escaped death when the 
steamer, the City of Portland, disappeared in the 
midst of a terrible blizzard, never to be heard of 
again. 


Through the premonition of his mother, David 
Belasco, when a lad, was prevented from going on 
an excursion; the pleasure-boat was blown up, and 
its passengers, largely children, were for the most 
part either killed or crippled for life. 


I related the true story of a man in Boston who 
became stranded in Florida, without money or posi- - 
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tion. Asa child his mother had taught him that he 
had a guardian angel upon whom he could call in 
an emergency. Remembering this now, he stood 
with his back literally and figuratively against a wall, 
and cried, "Guardian angel, here's your chance. If 
you are ever going to do anything for me, do it 
now. 


Upon awakening in the morning, the name, 
Harold Hall, was outlined in large letters before 
him. [п vain he made inquiries and searched direc- 
tories. Finally upon strolling into a pool-room, he 
saw the name on a bulletin-board, and discovered 
that Harold Hall was a two-year old colt running his 
first race. The man put the last of his money on the 
horse, and since the odds were fifteen to one, with 
his winnings he returned to Boston and to remunera- 
tive work. 


The object in telling this particular story was to 
show that there are various realms of mind with 
which one can tune in. 


It was pointed out that the hunch has been re- 
ferred to as the “compulsion of a Divine Inspira- 
tion." Various names suggested for that inner some- 
thing are intuition, impulse, inner light, premonition, 
presentiment, spiritual guidance, inspiration, the 
voice of the soul, the voice of God. Among well 
known people who believed in this Inner Voice were 
Socrates. Plato, Constantine, Pythagoras, Joan of 
Arc, Savanarola, George Fox, Roger Bacon, the 
Wesleys, Henry Drummond, Abraham Lincoln, 
William Lloyd Garrison; and in modern times among 
those who accept intercommunication between the 
two worlds, visible and invisible, are Crookes, Lodge, 
Doyle, Flammarion and Lombroso. 


Briefly the attention of the group was called to the 
instinct of animals. On one occasion a man arrived 
on horseback late at nieht at an inn, after a great 
storm. When asked how he had crossed the raging 
river, he answered, "Over the bridge." Nor would 
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he believe it when they protested the bridge had 
been swept away but for a single narrow beam. Day- 
light came, and the man turned sick with horror when 
he saw the precarious situation through which his 
horse, having been given the lead, had carried him 
in safety. 


Belief in the ability to forcast events and to fore- 
tell the future was prevalent among primitive 
peoples. Pyromancy was the name applied to the 
divination of the future through symbols of fire; 
rodology, through the turning and twisting of rods. 


A few years ago | spent some time in libraries 
finding all I could on the subject of the hunch or 
intuition. There was little to find. The results of 
my findings, plus original experiences, and my own 
theories, were compiled into a book written by me 


and called. “The Friendly Hunch.” 


The following is a brief summary of the explana- 
tions as given in the book which contains perhaps 
forty illustrations of the hunch. The first of these 
is psychological. According to this theory, certain 
experts like Edison accumulate experiences in any 
given line. Through the force of habit, the often 
used cells in particular areas of the brain think even 
before the individual is aware. The thinker per- 
ceives a result, and not knowing that his own cells 
have evolved the result through non-conscious action, 
he calls it intuition. In reality it is reflex thought. 
Now this explanation, while interesting, would seem 
rather far-fetched, and certainly would not explain 
the remarkable impressions and premonitions of un- 
informed and illiterate persons. 


The most commonly accepted explanation of the 
hunch is that it arises from the subconscious. The 
theory is that within the subconcious reside all 
powers, and that these can be brought forth into play 
as they are needed. As some one pointed out, this 
is a beautiful theory. The objection is, as certain 
authorities show, that it lays to the subconscious the 
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power of deity itself. This is but a partial explana- 
tion at best. 


There is the possible explanation that impressions 
come through intuition or the voice of the soul. Now 
the soul has organizing powers and faculties of its 
own, as Walter DeVoe pointed out, when | discussed 
the subject of hunches versus intuition with him. He 
states that there is a memory and an intuition to all 
faculties of the soul. Now there is an objection to 
applying this explanation to the common mass of 
impressions known as hunches. It is that naturally 
only a highly developed soul can know of its powers 
and faculties. And while awakened souls are rare, 
hunches are very common. 


In the next issue of this magazine, I shall tell you 
of other points wherein, as | explained to the audi- 
ence, Ї now disagree with my book; of other state- 
ments to which 1 now object. And I shall then give 
the only possible explanation of the hunch from the 
standpoint of one who believes thoroughly in im- 
mortality.

The first is the most important part of every 
meeting in the Sanctuary, when the students, work- 
ing together, pour out their soul force in blessing 
others. The souls of those who bless in this way be- 
come radiant with divine love. And daily letters 
from all parts of the world tell of the healing, uplift- 
ing influence of these blessings. 


Through the months of this last year, instead of 
scattering my forces, | have blessed through some 
part of each service three especial people. 1 imag- 
ined them sitting with me in the Sanctuary, connected 
with them mentally, and felt that a strong, protective 
power was being established with them. It was a 
coincidence that | should have heard reports from 
two of these the day before Thanksgiving. 


Tuesday we call Baby Day, for then we bless 
babies and children in whom we are especially in- 
terested. Each Tuesday I have poured out love and 
blessings to a sister doing social work with children. 
I have told her of this. She wrote me recently that 
while driving a car with three children in it, she had 
a miraculous escape. А young fellow drove in at a 
high rate of speed from a side street against a yellow 
light, struck her car, threw it to one side, damaged 
and all but overturned it. Although he had no in- 
surance, the boy, knowing he was at fault, offered 
to pay the damage. In another instance one of the 
boys from the home narrowly escaped being run 
over. Апа the sister acknowledges that our bless- 
ings may have had something to do with it. 


The other case is more clearly the work of this 
Ministry. About fifteen months ago | heard for the 
first time of the mental condition of a near relative. 
His brilliant mind became clouded with depression, 
he could not work, feared the future, and was a 
source of concern to his whole family; all the mem- 
bers of the family were helping as they could. 
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1 knew at once that this was obsession. 1 worked 
for him at each meeting seeing his whole conscious- 
ness flooded with light. Reports have been most en- 
couraging. One relative writes that she has seen him 
recently and that he was never keener mentally. 
Another writes that he is busy all the time, is one 
hundred per cent improved, and that his letters have 
been a source of pleasure. Best of all he is develop- 
ing an unsuspected gift at writing, and is doing some 
very clever things. Every one is relieved and is re- 
joicing. 

To me his case is proof not only that this Ministry 
can help people at a distance most effectually, but 
that in some cases the element of time must enter in. 
What if it must in certain conditions with deep-seated 
causes? ‘Think of a life going on endlessly without 
hope of recovery? Think of middle life and after 
years with a brilliant mind overclouded, or with an 
inefficient body? And what is one year of time if 
after that come many years of successful, happy liv- 
ing? 


It is no wonder that thousands of souls give thanks 
for the healing ministrations and the Personal and
